Koch's theory has been generally condemned, 
valuable experiments havo latoly boon made 
with sttlphido of carbon as an antisontic 
and revulsive agent, and it will bo tried 
promptly in Genoa. Dr. Koch has just de- 
clined a call to Lelpsic university. It is re- 
ported that a chair of hygiene is to bo on- 
dowod in tho University ot Berlin for him.
